We have seen 
notices that the fly is doing great damage 
to Georgia wheat, and had published some 
notices to that effect, but we confessed an 
ignorance of the fly, and were curious to 
see it. Mr. Williams dived into a true 
farmer’s pocket and produced therefrom a 
number of tbe roots or germs of the stalks of 
wheat, and invited us to interview them. 
These we proceeded to dissect, and buried 
within each one we discovered one and of- 
ten two, small dark-reddish objects, of an 
elengated round shape, that Mr. Williams 
pronounced the fly. This fly is very de- 
structive, entirely killingthe stalk of wheat 
in which it findsa home. It has greatly 
damaged the wheat in varicus sections of 
middle Georgia. In addition to this, the 
rust has damaged the wheat in many sec- 
tions, but in spite of both evils, Mr. Wil- 
liams isof the opinion that the wheat crop 
will average well if the rest of the season 
proves good. ue
